to one hundred thousand times their 
original size and automatically conducts 
analyses of physical struclu ros. 

This super-microscope recently helped 
track down a Dilsseldorf snfo-breaker by 
means of fossilised Silurian algae, “It was 
all terribly easlly,”” Herold explalns, “This 
t of fossil is found in quarries with 
other stone and ls used to fill the gap 
betweon the sieel plates of a safo, Tho 
dust in the offender's jacket, though 
invisible lo the naked eyê, became 
Inerlnıinalling materlal when exanincd 
under tho microscope.” 


Despile his collection of technical 
nuırveis, Herold Is not particularly happy 
and ho does not hesitate to explaln wlıy.

Over Ihe past ten years a new 
hypothesis on the development of oceans 
aml continents has been evolved,”

Computers and 3D dominate 


cartographers congress 


Cartographers place far greater hopes in 
sutellite surveys and tlie use of conptiters 
in their work, There will be unquestion- 
able topographical changés in the yoars to 
came, Dr Kötter noted. They will bo 
based on tle irrefutable evidence of 
satellite charts; 

For tlie first time satellite photography 
has made it possible to chart accurately 
the course of many ilvèrs and coastlines. 
There are, of course, no longer any 
completely uncharted territorles Iu the 
world, but satellites can lI n a great deal 
of detail. 

A United Nations survey has reveuled 
that only three per cent of the surlace of 
the globe has been nıapped in any detail 
~ af a scale of 1:25,00Û or less, Most of 
ihe world Is only avallable at a scale of 
1:1,000,000, 

Informalton conceming otlıer changes, 
such as new frontiers, roads, canals, 
pipelines and so on, is circulated for the 
most parl by an international data centro 
in Budapest. 

AL times cartographers lave, of course, 
to pay lip service to polifical guidelines — 
49, Say, lı the case of the so-called 
Germun Eastern territories, 

“For decides we were given clear and 
strict instructions by Bonn,” cartographer 
Kûùtter complained.

There was, of course, mor to 
Wegener"s (heory than the mere vital 
statistics of lolduy's coanlinenls. Hie 
succeeded in advancing any amount of 
evidence londing support to his theory — 
ranging froin {races of tho Ice Agi in 
Aftica lo the existence of coal seaıns un 
Spitebergen, neat 1he current North Pole. 

His evidence was 1em Ming enough, yet 
Wegener never suce ed in hitting on lhe 
ntotive force responsible for triggering off 
lis continental drift, arid ıe question has 
remidlaed unanswered until the most 
recent past.

— usually education. The success rate js 
normally higher whero these examina. 
tions are concerned, thouglı standards are 
normally lower,

All Federl states are agreed on 
questions of principle up to this point. It 
is where the details are concerned that 
federalism once again runs riot in the 
field of education, 

The denıands placed on would-be 
students by the proficiency examinations 
vary. The unfortunate outcome of this is 
that all the CDU/CSU-governed Federal 
states plus Hamburg do not recognise the 
Bremen proficiency examination and 
refuse to accept those applicants tested in 
Ihe city. 

Indeed, thé iclea behind the proficiency 
axanıinatlon in Bromen is far removed 
form that held by the -other Federal 
sttles. When esting general and 4peclalisecl 
krowledge, Bremen places far less 
emphasis on purely memorised facts than 
on the way applicants deal with material. 
“Students nuist be capable of discussing 
questions of hinan coexistence and their 
own position in society,” ihe city’s 
education authority explains. 

The applicant must also be able to 
express their ideas in generally under- 
standable oral and writlen form, Other 
Federal states demand vconsklerably nore 
~— students must display skill and 
tdroitness in their oraland writlon usage of 
the German languuge, 

Only’ Lower Saxony and Berlin pursue 
a similar course to Bremen in their 
examination of proficiency. The Berlin 
exanlintion regulations slate: “Questions 
that coull be answered by means of 
memorised material are inadmissable.” 

The first bateh of smdents sat tlie 
proficiency examination in Bremen In 
1972. Of the original 340 applicants 265 
were allowed to sit the examînation and 
210 of them passed. A total of 1,147 
applications lave already been received 
this year.

Herr Preuss sald: “We are treated ns 
society's stepchildren, We are continUuous- 
ly at a disadvantage. Clothes are costly, 
faking up almost 35 per cent of a person's 
incorte. And it Fs impossible {o be 

modern, up-to-date in what a large person 
wears.”
